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SELECTMENS  REPCRT 

This  last  year  was  a  productive  and  busy  one  in  town  gov- 
ernment.  Many  projects  were  launched  under  way  with  measurable 
accompl i  shmen t s . 

In  the  area  of  energy  conservation  there  were  improvements 
which  directly  translate  into  savings.   Two  gas  tanks  were  in- 
stalled at  the  town  garage  for  use  by  the  Highway,  Police,  and 
Fire  Departments.   Now  the  Town  can  take  advantage  of  the  state 
contract  price  for  gasoline  which  is  substantially  cheaper.   The 
Fire  Station  ceiling  was  insulated.   Carpeting  was  purchased  for 
three  of  the  town  offices.   A  used  10,000  gallon  tank  was  pur- 
chased for  installation  in  the  spring  for  heating  fuel  for  the 
Community  Building,  which  will  allow  the  Town  to  purchase  heat- 
ing fuel  at  bulk  price.   New  wiring  to  the  boilers  in  the  Com- 
munity Building  was  installed  to  permit  more  efficient  and  safe 
operation  of  them. 

The  Library  Project  on  Canaan  Street  was  started  and  should 
be  completed  by  late  spring.   We  have  been  very  pleased  by  the 
progress  on  renovation  of  this  building.   There  is  substantially 
more  work  that  needs  to  be  done  and  are  hopeful  the  community 
will  be  supportive  of  efforts  to  continue  to  restore  this  land- 
mark building. 

In  the  interest  of  public  safety  and  convenience  we  have 
examined  the  few  existing  town  ordinances,  and  will  be  later 
this  year  enacting  many  new  ones.   This  has  taken  much  time  and 
consideration.   The  areas  examined  are  cemeteries,  parking, 
highways,  and  building  construction.   Also  due  to  overcrowding 
at  Canaan  Street  Beach  and  problems  created  from  that  factor, 
we  have  enacted  a  fee  structure  for  non-residents  use  of  the 
beach  and  for  swimming  lessons. 

There  has  been  some  controversy  over  the  Selectmen's  de- 
cision to  lease  a  truck  for  the  Highway  Department.   Let  us  as- 
sure you  the  legality  of  the  transaction  was  thoroughly  inves- 
tigated.  It  was  a  very  sound  business  decision  and  saved  the 
Town  many  tax  dollars  in  money  that  otherwise  would  have  re- 
sulted in  very  high  overexpenditure  on  rented  equipment  with 
the  large  amount  of  snow  we  received  this  winter.   It  is  our 
continuing  goal  to  maximize  each  tax  dollar  spent  while  provid- 
ing the  best  possible  services. 

We  wish  to  take  the  time  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  the 
people  who  have  taken  the  time  and  interest  to  serve  the  com- 
munity in  various  capacities  and  the  dedicated  employees  of  the 

Town  of  Canaan.

This  represents  84.5%  of  the  total  usage  in  1981. 

In  the  year  1981  the  CANAAN  F.A.S.T.,  INC.,  received 
$5,526.72  with  disbursements  of  $5,458.92. 

The  two  ambulances  are  now  eguipped  with  3000  liter  oxygen 
tanks  due  to  a  state  law  that  became  effective  August  31,  1981.

POLICE  REPORT 

TO  PROTECT  TO  SERVE 

The  Town's  approval  of  the  New  Hampshire  Safety  Grant  has 
allowed  the  Police  Department  to  expand  protection  at  a  minimal 
cost  to  the  taxpayers  this  year.   The  results  of  this  selective 
enforcement  have  been  impressive  in  terms  of  a  definitive  de- 
crease in  highway  accidents,  the  more  serious  motor  vehicle  vi- 
olations, and  criminal  arrests.   1981  showed  a  25%  decrease  in 
reported  accidents,  with  a  28%  decrease  in  serious  motor  vehi- 
cle violations  and  criminal  arrests.   This  year  the  Police  De- 
partment recorded  1717  service  calls  compared  with  1309  service 
calls  the  previous  year.   This  demonstrates  that  people  feel 
confident  their  Police  Department  is  there  to  help. 

All  the  part-time  officers  of  the  Police  Department  have 
received  the  reguired  training  to  become  certified  part-time 
police  officers  as  reguired  by  state  law.   Several  specialized 
police  training  schools  have  been  attended  by  various  officers. 
In-house  training  is  a  regular  part  of  the  Police  Department's 
schedule.   Through  continued  education  our  department  can  pro- 
vide a  high  level  of  professional  law  enforcement  to  the  com- 
munity.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

In  the  summer  of  1981  we  finished  the  bridge  on  Goose  Pond 
Road  by  adding  curbing  and  bridge  railing  to  the  culverts,  which 
we  replaced  the  bridge  with  in  the  fall  of  1980. 

Other  projects  were  rebuilding  Hill  Court  Street  and  re- 
building a  section  of  road  on  Goose  Pond  Road.   We  put  in 
ditches,  replaced  culverts  and  hot  top  on  Codfish  Hill.   We  wid- 
ened and  regravelled  two  areas  on  the  Jerusalem  Road.   We  sealed 
Upper  Grafton  Road,  Roberts  Road,  a  section  on  Goose  Pond  Road, 
Hill  Court  Street  and  Highland  Avenue. 

We  were  able  to  ditch  Mud  Pond  Road,  Switch  Road,  River 
Road  and  South  Road. 

Brush  was  cut  on  Mud  Pond  Road,  Bear  Pond  Road  and  Upper 
Grafton  Road. 

Many  small  and  damaged  culverts  were  replaced  with  new 
ones  this  past  summer,  as  well  as  replacing  a  small  wooden 
bridge  on  Hinkson  Brook  Road  with  a  large  culvert. 

In  order  to  keep  it  passable  for  fire  protection,  the  Lary 
Pond  Road  had  gravel  work  done  on  it  and  regular  maintenance  of 
roads,  which  include  grading  and  coldpatching  were  done  on  a 
regular  basis. 

November  and  December  brought  us  many  snow  storms  as  well 
as  two  storms  of  freezing  rain  to  finish  out  the  year.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  -  1981 

The  Planning  Board  spent  a  quiet  year  in  1981  due  to  high 
interest  rates  and  a  slow  real  estate  market.   The  Board  approv- 
ed three  major  subdivisions,  nine  minor  subdivisions,  and  ap- 
proved six  transfers  of  property  as  exemptions  to  the  subdivi- 
sion regulations.   The  Board  also  adopted  a  policy  of  holding 
screening  sessions  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  the  month 
at  4:00  P.  M.  for  the  convenience  of  the  public.   Two  people 
were  appointed  to  the  Planning  Board  by  the  Canaan  selectmen  as 
alternates. 

Although  the  Planning  Board  spent  most  of  its  time  consid- 
ering proposed  subdivisions,  we  did  review  the  Canaan  Master 
Plan,  adopted  in  1979.   It  was  found  to  be  adequate  as  long  as 
updates  were  made  to  include  current  information.   We  also  began 
to  draft  revisions  to  the  subdivision  regulations  in  order  to 
bring  them  in  line  with  changes  in  state  statutes.   This  revi- 
sion was  in  progress  as  the  year  ended .

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REPORT  OF  THE  CANAAN 
RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

1931  was  not  a  very  productive  year.   Our  committee  was  be- 
set by  a  loss  of  key  members  that  have  not  been  replaced  and  I 
could  not  give  as  much  time  as  I  should  have.   We  did  have  the 
lifeguard  and  swimming  instructor  as  always.   We  also  had  a  CETA 
worker  that  helped  out  at  the  beach  in  the  mornings  and  opened 
the  facilities  at  Williams  Field  in  the  afternoon.   We  hope  to 
be  able  to  expand  on  this  program  this  coming  year.   Although 
this  met  with  some  measure  of  success,  it  did  not  have  the  day 
to  day  supervision  that  it  must  have  in  the  future. 

I  have  proposed  to  hire  a  Recreation  Director  for  the  sum- 
mer to  oversee  the  lifeguard/swimming  instructor  and  the  CETA 
worker.   This  person  would  also  initiate  and  supervise  a  sum- 
mer recreation  program  in  the  afternoon  at  Williams  Field. 

Another  problem  we  have  had  this  year  was  overcrowding  of 
our  beach  area.   This  was  due  for  the  most  part  by  the  increas- 
ing use  of  our  facilities  by  non-residents.   Therefore,  I  am 
proposing  that  we  charge  the  following  fees  for  the  use  of  our 
facilities:

Residents:   $5.00        Non-Residents:   $15.00  (per  year) 

Beach  and  Picnic  Area:  Daily  Season 

Residents:  free  free 

Non-Resident  Adult:  $2.00  $35.00 
Non-Resident  Child:                   .75  15.00 

Non-Resident  Family:  75.00 

We  added  benches  to  our  beach  area  and  grills  to  our  pic- 
nic area  this  year  and  we  hope  to  install  permanent  aluminum 
picnic  tables  in  1982. 

Canaan  has  some  of  the  best  recreation  facilities  in  the 
area,  so  bring  your  family  and  enjoy  them.

GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

In  our  continued  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with 
the  taxpaying  citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we  are  taking  this  op- 
portunity to  reach  you  through  your  annual  town  report. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  due  to  the  unusually  high 
interest  rates  during  our  1981  fiscal  year,  Grafton  County  had  a 
very  good  investment  year,  realizing  $71,375  in  interest  earned, 
which  contributed  to  the  $257,458  surplus,  most  of  which  was  ap- 
plied to  the  fiscal  year  198  2  budget  to  reduce  tax  requirements. 
Budget  appropriations  for  the  current  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1,  1981  are  about  on  target.   However,  we  may  be  looking  to 
a  deficit  at  fiscal  year  end  and  we  definitely  anticipate  a 
sizeable  budget  increase  next  fiscal  year  due  to  shifts  in  pro- 
grams and  financial  responsibilities  without  accompanying  fed- 
eral/state funding  to  administer  these  programs  many  of  which 
are  mandatory,  not  optional.   Impact  is  already  being  felt  by 
towns  as  well  as  counties  in  the  educational,  child  protection/ 
placement,  and  medicaid  programs.   In  line  with  state  and  local 
"belt  tightening",  the  County  Commissioners  will  be  taking  a 
hard  look  at  budget  requests  this  next  fiscal  year.   Priorities 
must  be  established  to  "hold  the  line"  in  future  budget  appro- 
priations. 
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The  computerized  bookkeeping  system  is  working  out  well, 
proving  to  be  an  asset  in  controlling  appropriations  and  allow- 
ing on-demand  reports  showing  the  County's  financial  position  at 
any  given  time. 

Grafton  County  Commissioners,  along  with  the  maintenance 
supervisors  and  Nursing  Home  administration,  continue  to  work 
closely  with  Dynamic  Integrations  in  effecting  energy  conserva- 
tion measures,  bo.th  for  the  Courthouse  and  Nursing  Home  Complex. 
Many  dollars  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  saved  through 
these  efforts. 

Superior  Court  has  requested  finishing  the  second  courtroom 
in  the  very  near  future  as  there  is  a  greater  demand  for  jury 
hearings  and  use  of  two  courtrooms  at  the  same  time.   The  Com- 
missioners have  engaged  Wright-Pierce  architectural  firm  to  sub- 
mit proposals  for  finishing  the  second  courtroom,  with  the  in- 
tent of  having  funds  included  in  the  next  fiscal  year's  budget 
to  carry  out  the  project. 

Again  this  year  the  farm  has  been  productive.   Cattle  sales 
grossed  an  all  time  high  of  $35,235.   While  cattle  sales  have 
been  very  successful,  our  herd  has  remained  consistently  highly 
rated  in  the  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Association  reports.   Cattle 
were  entered  into  eight  various  sales  in  three  different  states. 
The  total  herd,  including  milkers,  heifers  and  calves,  numbers 
about  187.   The  swine  program  has  also  had  a  most  fruitful  year, 
with  a  combination  of  production  and  sales.   As  in  the  years 
past,  we  maintain  a  waiting  list  of  piglets.   There  have  been 
quite  a  few  field  trips  through  the  facility  by  the  local  school 
districts  and  Future  Farmers  Association,  utilizing  our  farm  for 
their  educational  programs.   The  Nursing  Home  purchased  $32,402 
of  food  and  produce  from  the  farm,  which  was  advantageous  to  our 
residents  by  having  fresh  produce  in  season  and  frozen  produce 
during  the  winter  months,  not  to  mention  the  cost  saving  factor. 

Grafton  County  had  the  highest  census  ever  this  past  year 
in  the  Jail  and  House  of  Correction,  resulting  in  an  increase  in 
management  problems  such  as  overcrowding,  staff  stress,  and  much 
higher  than  anticipated  inmate  medical  costs.   Inappropriate  ad- 
missions to  county  jails  of  mentally  disturbed  inmates  has  cre- 
ated a  great  portion  of  inmate  behavior  problems  within  the  fa- 
cility. 

The  Commissioners  hold  their  regular  meeting  every  Monday, 
except  holidays,  at  9:30  a.  m.  in  the  Commissioners  Office  of 
the  Grafton  County  Nursing  Home  Complex  at  1:00  p.  m. ,  which 
regularly  includes  visits  to  farm  and  jail  facilities.   Public 
and  press  are  welcome,  and,  in  fact,  are  encouraged  to  attend 
the  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  OLD  MEETING  HOUSE  COMMITTEE  -  1981 

In  1981  the  Committee  had  planned  to  continue  with  the  in- 
terior restoration  work.   Specifications  were  issued  and  bids 
were  obtained  in  June  for  the  next  step,  which  is  to  uncover 
the  original  gallery  structure.   At  this  point  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen requested  a  delay  in  the  work  pending  discussion  of  ob- 
jections raised  by  a  few  townspeople  to  removal  of  the  second 
floors  which  now  cover  the  gallery.   These  are  not  a  part  of 
the  original  building  and  are  not  compatible  in  any  way  with 
the  restoration  plan. 

After  numerous  discussions  over  a  period  of  some  weeks, 
including  an  informal  and  poorly  attended  public  hearing,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  ordered  that  further  work  be  deferred  until 
the  question  can  be  settled  in  a  Town  Meeting.   This,  in  effect, 
amounts  to  requesting  reapproval  of  the  project  plan  which  has 
been  in  effect  since  1976  and  has  not  previously  received  ad- 
verse comment . 

In  these  circumstances,  no  work  was  done  on  the  restorat- 
ion project  in  1981.

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MASCOMA  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES,  INC. 

Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.,  formerly  known  as  Mas- 
coma  Area  Health  Council,  with  this  year  starts  its  14th  year 
of  service  to  the  Mascoma  Valley  towns  of  Canaan,  Enfield,  Graf- 
ton, Dorchester  and  Orange. 

The  agency  is  a  non-profit  corporation  certified  by  Medi- 
care.  It  is  supported  by  grants  from  the  five  towns,  the  Divi- 
sion of  Public  Health  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  private 
donations  and  memorials.   Each  town  will  have  at  least  one  rep- 
resentative on  the  Board  of  Directors,  so  has  a  decision  in  pol- 
icy making. 

Since  services  are  funded  in  part  by  the  towns  that  are 
served,  this  guarantees  that  home  care  services,  visiting  nurse, 
physical  therapist,  home  health  aide,  homemaker  and  occupational 
therapist  will  be  available  to  all  residents  of  that  town.  Par- 
ticipation also  allows  for  disease  prevention  screenings  and  nu- 
trition/weight loss  clinics.  They  are  available  to  all  ages  and 
economic  groups . 

The  agency  employs  a  Pediatric  Nurse  Practitioner  to  serve 
young  families  as  well  as  children  with  special  needs.   A  new- 
born visit  is  made  by  the  nurse  if  new  parents  desire  it. 

Anyone  can  request  services  -  you  need  not  wait  for  your 
doctor  to  refer.   A  nurse  or  therapist  will  make  an  evaluation 
visit  to  determine  if  services  can  be  helpful .   Further  visits 
will  be  made  under  physician's  orders. 

One  of  our  special  concerns  is  caring  for  the  elderly, 
disabled,  and  chronically  ill  so  that  they  may  not  be  forced  to 
give  up  their  homes  and  enter  institutions  which  are  often  more 
costly  and  not  always  the  best  solution. 

The  office  and  clinic  space  of  the  agency  is  located  on 
Prospect  Street  in  Enfield.   The  phone  number  is  632-7234.   We 
are  always  happy  to  answer  questions  by  phone,  or  if  you  would 
care  to  stop  at  the  office,  show  you  the  facility  and  tell  you 
more  about  the  work  we  do .

OPPORTUNITY  CENTER'S  REPORT 

The  Opportunity  Center  is  a  private,  non-profit  agency  that 
was  established  in  1973  to  provide  community  services  for  the 
Mascoma  Valley.   Some  of  its  services  are  now  available  to 
greater  southern  Grafton  County.   The  Center  is  governed  by  a 
volunteer  Board  of  Directors,  which  meets  on  the  second  Monday 
of  each  month.   The  Board  is  assisted  in  program  development  and 
policy  setting  by  advisory  boards  and  committees;  in  all,  over 
40  individuals  volunteer  their  time  and  skills  to  the  Center's 
development,  exclusive  of  staff. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  Center  continues  to  offer  the 
following  services  and  programs  to  Canaan  residents.   From  Jan- 
uary 1  through  December  31,  1981,  these  programs  involved  the 
following  number  of  Canaan  residents: 

Crisis  Assistance,  14  households,  42  individuals 

Home  Energy  Assistance,  102  households,  266  individuals,  $45,900 

grants 
Housing  Assistance,  17  households,  57  individuals 
Solar  Self-Help,  22  households,  76  individuals,  value  $12,.000 

materials 
Shakoma  Family  Day  Care  Network,  12  households,  12  children 
Weatherization  Program,  22  households,  72  individuals, 

$11,000  materials 
Total  households:     269  Total  individuals  497 

Services  and  programs  which  have  developed  over  the  past 
year,  and  not  included  in  last  year's  Town  Report  included: 

A  bulk-buying  program  of  solar  and  weatherization  materials 
through  the  Solar  Self-Help  Program  enabled  residents  to  pur- 
chase materials  at  substantial  savings.   A  series  of  low-cost 
solar  workshops  were  given  free  of  charge  at  the  Center's  shop 
(formerly  the  solar  Thrift  Store).   A  survey  of  Canaan's  solar 
potential  was  performed  by  a  Dartmouth  intern  sponsored  by  the 
Center.   A  video  tape  documentary  of  the  Solar  Project  was  made 
and  shown  on  NH  Public  TV;  a  slide  show  of  low-cost  solar  in  NH 
was  made  for  the  Governors  Council  on  Energy.   Future  plans  in- 
clude solar  consulting,  and  designing  solar  features  for  mobile 
homes,  a  new  field. 

The  Shakoma  Nursery  School,  recently  established  in 
Enfield,  offers  morning  sessions  for  three  and  four  year  olds. 
The  Center  is  also  working  to  develop  on-site  child  care  at  in- 
dustries and  shopping  centers. 

In  late  March,  the  Mascoma  Youth  Project  is  scheduled  to 
begin  with  the  assistance  of  one  or  two  VISTA  Volunteers.   The 
volunteers  will  work  with  concerned  citizens  and  teens  to  de- 
velop solutions  to  some  of  the  local  problems  particular  to  ru- 
ral youth. 

Sponsored  by  the  Center  and  other  area  agencies,  a  Dart- 
mouth Wood  Crew  of  students  cuts,  splits,  and  stacks  wood  for 
those  unable  to  do  so  themselves,  and  has  also  created  a  stock- 
pile of  wood  for  emergencies.   This  service  supplements  existing 
crisis  intervention  services  at  the  Center,  including  the  emer- 
gency food  pantry,  free  clothing,  from  the  Nifty  Bargain  Barn, 
and  the  Winter  Housing  Emergency  Network.

Walter  King  Moderator  stated  before  the  opening  of  the  polls, 
"I  would  like  to  propose  a  question,  at  the  very  onset  of  the 
reading  of  the  warrant.   There  is  a  question  already  causing 
some  confusion,  which  is  the  second  paragraph  which  states  you 
are  hereby  notified  that  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of 
Canaan,  N.  H.,  will  tentatively  be  held  at  Mascoma  Valley  Re- 
gional High  School  on  Saturday,  March  21,  1981  at  one  o'clock  to 
act  upon  the  following  subj'ects."   The  subject  of  the  adjourned 
town  meeting  was  discussed  fully  and  the  voters  at  the  polls 
agreed  that  at  approximately  6:00  o'clock  a  vote  to  adjourn  to 
March  21  would  be  taken. 

Moderator  King  stated  if  there  is  no  further  discussion  the 
polls  would  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  Town  and 
School  officials. 

At  6:00  P.  M.  Marvin  Rocke  made  the  motion  to  have  the  polls 
closed.   The  motion  was  seconded  and  so  voted  in  the  affirmative 
by  voice  vote. 

At  6:03  P.  M.  Harold  Morcombe  made  the  motion  that  the  1981  Town 
Meeting  for  the  Town  of  Canaan  be  adjourned  until  Saturday  March
